






Charges Made 
Against College 
By Committee 


Sacramento State Coilege and 


four other state colleges were 


charged with mismanagement of 
funds last week by a special leg- 
isiative committee, 

The special Senate committee 
on Governmental Adminis ration 
reported this after an investiga 
tion of trust funds and bank ac- 
counts of SSC, Humboldt, San 
Francisco, Fresno and Chico state 
colleges 

Committee Agrees 

Senator George Miller (D-Mar- 
tinez), chairman, and his five- 
man committee agreed unani- 
mousty on these conclusions afver 
an investigation of several 
months: 

1-—"Diversions of trust or stu- 
dent association monies have oc- 
curred at each of the five colleges 
examined 

2 “The solicitation of con- 
tractors engaged in college con- 
struction seems improper to the 
degree of wrongful activity.” The 
report listed Humboldt, San 
Francisco and Fresno state col- 
lezes as having involved them- 
selves in fund solicitations, 

4— "The vse of educational 
trust or student association funds 
for support of political propost- 
tions would seem bot improper 
and in conflict with tax laws.” 

Waters Comments 

Committee consultant Earl G. 
Waters said his investigation 
showed that Sacramento, Chico, 
and Fresno state colleges had 
donated college funds to support 
Proposition 3, a bond issue in the 
fast election which provides for 
state construction, a large part 
of it at state colleges.

Everett Shelton Leaves Wyoming for SSC 


F. Shelton, former head basketball 
coach at the University of Wyoming, will assume 
head basketball coaching duties with the start oat 
the next fall 
nounced Tuesday 

Bringing a backlog of experience and ideas with 
him, Shelton is a mar used to heading winning 
teams. He has been head basketball coach at the 
University of Wyoming for the past 20 years and 
during that period his teams have compiled a total 
of 329 wins and 199 losses. In addition to that the 
Cowboys of Wyoming under Shelton’s leadership 
won eight conference championships and one na- 
tional title in 1943. 

Won Four Letters 

From the outset of his career, Shelton achieved 
success at his work. After graduating from Phillips 
University in 1923, where he earned four letters in 
football, basketball, and baseball, he tuok over the 
coaching jicb there. His record was 19 and 4, 21 
and 3. and 22 and 3 for a 62 and 10 over-all mark 
in basketball. His success continued with the Ster- 
ling Miik team during the next two years, and dur- 
ing his six years at Christian Brothers high school 
in St. Joseph, Missouri, he established a national 
reputation,

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Vietnamese Police Officers S

Three Vietnamese police offi- 
cers have been studying at Sac- 
yamento State College for four 
months under a federal govern 
ment program for police ccop- 
eraton. 

The three, Cantain Nguyen 
Huu Tri and Lieutenants Le 
Quang Dong and Ngo Van Cha 
are studying here in the U.S. for 
@ne year. They were sponsored 


by ihe International Association 
ef Chiefs of Police. 

They have been here since the 
first of October, 1958. After first 
receiving an intensive training im 
Vietnam in English and police 
methods they came to the U.S. 
te study further in the fields of 
police administration and com- 
Munications. 

Mr. Allan Gammage, head of 
the Jaw enforcement department 
at SSC stated that the three will 
be here for one semester only, 
studying such things as police 
administration, law enforcement 
techniques and other courses re- 
lated to their field. According to 
Gammage, SSC is one of the two 
schools in the U.S. which are be- 
ing used in this exchange pro- 
gram for law enforcement stu- 
dents. The other school is Mich- 
igan State University. 

Captain Tri stated that they 
were very impressed with the 
treatment they have received in 
the .US. 

“We are surprised at the in- 
formality of vour country. The 
people here are very friendly but 
the customs are very different 
from those in our country.” 

Lieutenant Dong expressed the 
feeling of all three when he said, 
“We very much enjoy school here 
#t SSC; the students and the fac- 
ulty are very friendly and coop- 
erative.” . 

After leaving SSC in June. the 
three will go out in the field and 
observe various police depart- 
ments throughout the country. 
Lieutenant Cha said that of the 
departments they have visited so 
far, “all have been well run and 
we have obtained valuable ex- 
perience from them.” 

When questioned as to what 
their future plans would be when 
they go back to Vietnam, they 
were uncertain, but they thought 
that they may be appointed in- 
structors in the police academy. 

Whether they go to work as in- 
structors or on the force again 
they will undoubtedly be anxious 
to get back home as they each 
have a wife and family waiting 
for them. Lieutenant Dong, the 
youngest of the three at 30 has 
six children. Lieutenant Cha, 
aged 33, has five children and 
Captain Tri, the oldest at 37 has 
four children.

Over the years, Shelton has 
coached some of the nations fin- 
est ball players. In AAU play he 
has produced such All Americans 
as Ace Gruenig, Jack McCrack- 
en, and Bill Stannigan. His col- 
legiate greats include such play- 
ers as Kenny Sailors, Milo Ko- 
menich, and Jim Weir from the 
194% national champions. 

Shelton was born in Cunning- 
ham, Kansas on May 12, 1898 
and he has in addition to coach- 
ing taken on many important 
jobs in the area of sperts. Cur- 
rently he is the First Vice Pres- 
ident of the National Association 
of Basketball Coaches of the 
U.S. He has also served as chair- 
man of the NCAA Tournament 
committee for four years and is 
on the Basketball Hali of Fame 
vommittee. In addition to coach- 
ing basketball at Wyoming, he 
was baseball coach in the post 
World War If years until 1950, 
and was a tireless and effective 
fund raiser for Wyoming's Me- 
morial Field House and stadium 
in 1948-49. 

A married man, Shelton’s wife 


is the former Kathleen Jessee. 
The Sheltons have one son, Steve, 
at present a medical student at 
the University of Colorade Col- 
lege of Medicine in Denver. 

As far as his coaching philoso- 
phy goes, Shelton is a firm be- 


liever in fundamental defensive 
basketball, first. of all, with a 
changing man-for-man defense 


as trade mark. With recent de- 
yvelopments including the 12-foot 
lane, he has adapted defense to 
fit individual situations. He its one 
of the best coaches in the nation 
when it comes to preparing for 
a sipgle game situation because 
of exceptional ability to visualize 
everything an opposing team is 
doing. Offensively he has been 
past master of ball control, solid 
pattern running play, and he 
gained fame for his five-man 
weave pattern. 

Recently he has turned to fast 
break style because of the ma- 
terial available at Wyoming. He 
has always believed in working 
closely with players in non-cage 
campus life and has always main- 
tained a personal interest and 
responsibility to all his players 
after graduation.

Functions Originally Attributed 

These functions originally were 
attributed to the cabinet because 
the campus was small, activity 
areas were relatively unspecial- 
ized. and the coordinator was a 
single person representin® a giv- 
en area. 

Today, Miss Marshall said, the 
functions are to a large extent 
performed by activity boards; 
areas have become increasingly 
specialized and expert advice 18 
necessary. 

Cabinet Not Justifiable 

Therefore, cabinet as originally 
planned is not justifiable, she 
said. Lack of background on the 
part of coordinators to permit 
intelligent and fruitful discussion 
resulting in recommendations 
concerning areas other than their 
own 3re a result. 

“We must attempt to define 
additional or new functions or 
disband on the basis that fune- 
tions of cabinet as orginally con- 
ceived are now better performed 
by other bodies,” Miss Marshall 
concluded.
